BI  T SUCH  a project  would  be 
“just  another  day’s  worit”  for 
the  University  Mail  Servi(?e  Cen- 
ter at  BYU  formerly  called  the 
Central  Mailing  Department 

With  some  of  the  latest  mail 
handling  equipment,  available,  this 
special  project  was  recently  com- 
pleted by  Gary  Bascom,  director 
of  the  Mail  Center,  and  his  staff. 


THE  COPIES  OF  the  Daily 
Universe  were  sent  to  prospective, 
new  and  returning  students  to 
tell  them  the  latest  developments 
on  campus. 

The  letter  was  from  President 


Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  to  the  par- 
ents of  new  and  returning  stu- 
dents. 


IT  TOOK  -nVO  and  a half  days 
for  eight  typists  to  type  over  8,000 
labels  for  this  special  projects. 
But  most  of  the  addressing  was 
done  by  a machine  that  can  ad- 
dress at  the  rate  of  6,000  pieces 
an  hour.  Keeping  current  the  uni- 
versity’s 90,000  address  plates  is 
another  major  job. 


Another  special  feature  of  this 
department  is  a new  IBM  auto- 
matic typewriter.  A paper  tape  is 
punched  a typist  and  is  then 
run  continuously  through  the 
typewriter  for  the  number  of  in- 
dividually typed  copies  desired.
